It was a very obvious analogy for a group of students who 
released a manifesto on university structure and course or- 
ganization at l'Université de Montréal yesterday. 

The committee, headed,, by Andre Saicans, a former vice- 
president of UGEQij^has been studying course, revision and 
.drew up the manifesVo to publicly deplore the courses and 
credit system at U do M. The students threatened a boycott 
of classes in the Faculty of Social Sciences, containing some 
. 2000 students, If the manifesto gains enough support. ': 

The protest^and; press-conference were organized . inde- 
pendent of AGÈUM.^hé^sttidèhts* society of U do M. although 
V.P. for Public Relations Mario Dumais expressed sympathy 
with the students' aims. 

One of the major student complaints was what they 
termed the "profuse snobbery" of the administration in not 
'recognizing baccalaureate degrees from classical colleges, yet 
accepting students with the same degree issued by another 
• University. 

The strongest attaclc was directed against the role of the 
University as perpctuator of the social system. "The. Univer- 
sity... is a vast) Industry which tries to produce, en masse, 
at the minimum expenditure, thousands of bureaucrats to 
serve the industrial society," the document said.

Anti-hawks protest recruitment

About 150 students and faculty conducted d solemn procession from the Union to the 
Placement Service yesterday to protest the presence on campus of personnel recruiters from 
Hav/ker Siddetey Canada Ltd. 



Outside the Service's offices 
on University Street, the group 
heard speakers decry McGill's 
involvement in tlic Vict Nam 
war, while a small group of 
counter • demonstrators blocked 
the doors to the Service and 
students in tiic Phi Delta Theta 
fraternity house across, tiie, street 
blared music and pelted the pro- 
testers with snowballs. 

Barry Crago, acting president 
of the Association at McGill to 
End the War in Vict Nam, told 
the demonstrators, "we arc licre 
to protest a moral issue. Dr. Ro- 
bcrLson has refused to answer 
our questions about this moral 
issue". 

He also said the dcmonslration 
was not intended to contest the 
individual studenUs right to apply 
for Jobs, but to protest the* uni- 
versity's decision to allow war- 
abetting recruiters on campus. 
■ About a half hour after the 
students andt dozen-odd faculty 
members arrived at the Place- 



ment Service, several police cars 
converged on the area. 

A contingent of police officers 
attempted to stop the snowball- 
ing Phi Delta Theta students and 
eventually succeeded.

us," the letter stated. 

The hearing Is scheduled 
for 2 pm on the 3rd floor 
of the Macdonald Chemistry 
Building. The public will be 
able to watch the proceed 
ings through closed-circuit 
television in Leaceck' 132.

There is a feeling in some quarters that 
the post few months' activities on the part 
of some students has served to harm the 
university community. Principal Robertsort, 
at last Saturday's Faculty meeting, spoke of 
•the "trying" circumstances under which the 
Senate Committee on Student Discipline was 
working; Dean Mordell in an address to the 
Scarlet Key lashed out at activists and said 
the university would be better off without 
them. 

In effect the Administration has blamed 
the recurring suspicion, paranoia and dis- 
ruptiori of the educational process on the 
students. However, its own activities have 



been the actual cause of the mess in which 
we currently find ourselves. 

The disruption began with the charges 
laid against three members of the staff of 
this newspaper — this brought about an 
atmosphere of fear, intimidation and sus- 
picion which has never been removed. The 
subsequent treatment of students like bad 
little boys in a private prep-school has heigh- 
tened the mistrust. 

Students have/not been the only ones 
affected by the Administration's methods. 
The faculty has been intimidated in various 
subtle manners so that many of its members 
are now afraid to speak out against an 
autocratic governing body. Today a libra- 
rian goes before the Principal to answer for 



his participation in the November 9 sit-in in 
Dr. Robertson's office. Is it in every democra- 
tic country that one finds a man openly 
threatened with loss of his job for his polit- 
ical activities ? 

In fact, Jan Werhyo, a professional 
librarian educated at Oxford and the Univ- 
ersity of Teheran, and an employee of the 
Institute of islamic Studies Library, has re- 
ceived no complaints regarding his profes- 
sional competence. The only question raised 
surrounds his opposition to administration 
policy and the fact that he actively expressed 
it. 

Through ils recent activities, the Ad- 
ministration has not only made our university 
ùnsuitable for effective teaching and learn- 
ing but has set dangerous precedents which 
may cause lasting damage. 

Will professors have to bury their political 
views in order to secure advancement or 
even hold on to their present positions ? 
Will the cops always have to come on camp- 
us when unpalatable action is taken by our 
paternalistic "educators" ? 

There are many parallels to be drawn 
with the days of Senator McCarthy in the 
United States. Suspicion, fear, intimidation. 
If the Administration seriously wishes to 
restore McGill to its role as an institution of 
learning, its representatives will have to 
drop their present tactics and begin acting 
like "reasonable men".

Where were you,

Firsl. Mr. Klusewski asks thai 
Dave Carin have his reporters 
"tell the world the truth about 
the sorry slate of McGill alhlc- 
lies." In my four years as a 
Daily sports writer, I have seen 
many scathing criticisms of the 
Athletic Department and in par-, 
licular Mr. Harry Gi-iffiths, the 
current Atliletic Director.

j^;;jMBllna Mercouri lambasted Ihe military junta now "ruling" Greece, criticized King Con- 
itanltheTahci hit out at the Canadian government before an overcrowded Leacock Auditorium 
yesterday. 



"I am an artist by.,yocatfon, 
and a citizen by responsibility, 
and Greece is my country. I tallc 
politically, but I am not a poli- 
tician. I Just believe in freedom 
and democracy," she said. 

Miss Mercouri, who was in 
MoDtrenl at the invitation of tlio 
I'im-licUcnic Dcmocralic Asso- 
ciation, spoke on "Tlie Artist 
and Politics". She felt the two 
disciplines could not be separat- 
ed, noting that among the lirst 



people imprisoned by the junta 
were Greece's leading artistsT 

"Artists believe in the free- 
dom and beauty of manlcind, and 
are thus dangerous to right wing 
dictatorships like the junta." 

She said the military junta is 
dedicated to the creation of a 
generation of fascists.. The school 
system is being revised, text 
books rewritten, and liberal 
teachers fired to enable leaching 
of nazi Ideology. The regime re-

presses all freedom of expres- 
sion, and often uses torture to 
achieve its ends," she said. 

She criticized King Constan- 
tino as being "a king without a 
people". He made no move to 
.slop the junta during its take- 
over, on the grounds of .sparing 
the blood of his people, but 
when his throne seemed to be 
in danger he called for blood 
very quickly, she pointed out. 

She ridiculed the avowed rea- 
son for the military takc-om — 
tlic defense of Greece against 
Communism. 




Students, staff strike 
to prevent fee hike 

MONCTON, N.B. (CUP) - Students Monday demon- 
strated outside the science building here, calling for uni- 
versity education for those with the ability to learn rather 
than those with the ability to pay. 

Students have set up picket lines, vowing to stay out of 
classes until the government agrees to freeze fees at their 
present levels. 

Meanwhile, support for the strike has come from several 
quarters. Tlie faculty has supported the strike, and has with- 
drawn the services of faculty members by holding a "continuing 
session" to study and discuss the situation. Studyv sessions 
such as those arc cnntmunTn Quebec labor disputes by white 
collar workers. 

Students at the affiliated Bathurst College also held all-day 
study sessions Monday, but returned to classes Tuesday. 

The planned march to the Frcderictnn Legislature has 
been put off to Thursday to allow students time to organize. 

Saturday the National Society of Acadians and Ihe Acadian 
Education Society bucked the striking students. The latter 
called for "univvrsui accessibility to education and tlic elimina- 
tion of tuition fees as soon as possible." 

Tt)c same day student and administration officials met 
with provincial government officials to discuss the university 
finance problem. One student termed the visit "a knock on a 
closed . door". > 

The administration is adopting a "wait and sec" attitude, 
according to university President Adciard Savoie. He said the 
student demonstration would focus attention on the financial 
difficulties of both students and the university.

WHEREAS the McGill Students' Council, In patting a reso- 
lution tanclloning the on-campus recruitment of employees 
by companies which manufacture war materials used by the 
United States in Viet Nam, Is giving moral and material 
s'ïippert to the murder of Vietnamese people;
